The French vevernment and the coun- 
cil of the Legion ‘of Honor have under 
consideration the question of the expul- 
sion of the new emperor-king of Austria- 
Hungary from the ranks of the national 

order. The young monarch’s member- 
ship differs from that of all the other 
knights in that it is hereditary, and as 
such he is entitled, unless expelled, to 
wear the gold collar or chain which is 
otherwise restricted to the president of 
the French republic, and before that 
time to the sovereign of the French 
monarchy. 

In fact, it is the principal badge of office 
of President Poincaré as chief magistrate 
of France. : 

The first EXmperor Napoleon, who 
founded the order over a hundred years 
ago, caused three collars or gold chains 
to be made. The first one was for him- 
self, and was also worn by his nephew, 
Napoleon III., throughout the latter’s 
reign. It is now preserved with other 
historical relics in the Louvre, in Paris. 

The second collar is in the possession 
of Prince Joachim Murat, who inherited 
it from his great-grandfather, Field 
Marshal Joachim Murat, king of Naples, 
Grandduke of Berg, and brother-in-law 
of the first Napoleon. Prince Murat, of 
course, cannot wear it, not being a mem- 
ber of the order, not even a knight of the 
lowest grade. 
family relic. 


No one knot what aa become of the 
third until it turned up in 1867 among the 
crown jewels of the late Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph. The latter, when about to 
visit the court of the Tuileries in con- 
nection with the great international ex- 
position of that year in Paris, had sent 
to the keeper of his crown jewels before 
his departure for Vienna directing him 
to see if there were not among the treas- 
ures confided to his care some jeweled 
insignia of the order of the Legion of 
Honor which he could wear in Paris. 

The keeper turned over to him a long 
forgotten, superb and jeweled gold col- 
lar of the fon of Honor, which it 
seéms that™the first Napoleon had had 
made for his Austrian father-in-law,

Chicago, Dec. 11.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—This morning's editorial in Tum 
TRIBUNE on “ The Chief of Police” 
Shows with the greatest clearness the 
necessity of a radical change in the con- 
trol of our police force. These constant 
upheavals in the office of the chief of 
police can have no other result than to 
defame our city and encourage crim- 
inality. 

It is most true that a good chief who 
looks back over the history of the office 
knows with certainty that some day he. 
will be a martyr, and a corrupt man 


‘will know that he had better make use 


of his opportunity as chief because the 
day of his rejection is sure to come. . 

I have no knowledge whatever as to 
the merits of the present controversy, 
but every cnief thout exception for 
many years has 6 through nearly the 
same experiences as-the present chief. 
Some of them have died from the mis- 
fortune that came to them, and all have 


tions. 

It cannot be that all our chiefs are un- 
worthy men, as many of them have sub- 
sequently filled places of honor and 
credit. The trouble is that our police 
force is attached to political machines, 
and we shall have no relief from the 
present condition until the Chicago po- 
lice force is entirely independent of par- 
tisan politics. 

A sincere effort should be made to 
make the office of chief of police an 
elective office and he to accept full re- 
sponsibility for the administration of the 
police force; or the other alternative, to 
pjace our police force under a state con- 
trol. Our police would thén be backed 
by state authority, or by the voice of 
the people expressed with the ballot box, 
and either way would give that inde- 
pendence to the police force that would 
make them fearless and courageous in 
the discharge of their duty. 

I hope the day is near when the poll- 
tics of the city cannot invade the au- 
thority of our police, and your splendid 
editorial has called attention to that 
necessity in the strongest and clearest 
terms. “ Perer M. HorrMan, 
Coroner of Cook County.
